Co-op owes 


cane cutters back wages

A judgement against Sugar 
Cane Growers Cooperative of 
Florida may cost the company 
over $1 million, if they decide 
not to appeal the ruling. 

Palm Beach County Circuit 


‘Court Judge Fred Hazouri 
* ruled Monday; Jan. 13, that 
* the co-op owes about 1,500 


Caribbean workers for back 
pay, plus interest. 

“In his ruling, he says the co- 
op failed to pay the workers 
the minimum amount specified 
in a contract between the com- 
pany and the off-shore labors 
who came to the area to har- 
vest sugarcane during the 
1988-89 harvest season. 

Caribbean workers have 
come to the Glades for almost 
50 years in numbers approach- 
ing 10,000 to harvest sugar 
cane for local companies, 
including the c--op, U.S. Sugar, 
and mills owned by the Fanjul 
family. They weré hired 
through the H-2A program, a 
federal program that permits 
American companies to use 
agricultural workers from the 
Caribbean if local workers can- 
not be found to do the work. 

The harvest season in the 
Glades usually ends sometime 
in March or early April, but 
contracts signed by the work- 
ers for Sugar-Cane Growers 
said they would be guaranteed 
employment through April 30 
or be able to work at least 
three-fourths of the period out- 
lined in their contract. 

Attorney's for the cooperative 
argued at the six-day trial that 


the April 30 date was used for 
years, even though the season 
normally ended before that 
date. A provision in the work- 
ers contract said that if the 
season did end earlier, the 
workers would be given 10 
days notice. Attorneys for the 
cooperative say this provision 
allowed the cooperative to end 
the contract with the workers 
when the season ended. 

Sugar Cane Growers started 
hiring fewer Caribbean work- 
ers in 1990 and even fewer in 
1991 and went tb fully mecha- 
nized harvesting in 1992. Oth- 
er local companies also fazed 
out the handcutting over the 
next two years and stopped 
hiring the off-shore laborers. 
Disputes and litigations with 
the workers through Florida 
Rural Legal Services prompted 
the change to mechanical crop 
harvesting. 

Co-op Media Relations 
spokeswoman Barbara Miede- 
ma said Tuesday that Sugar 
Cane Growers has not yet 
decided if they will appeal the 
ruling. 

“We're disappointed in the 
ruling,” she said, “but this is 
just phase one. Phase two will 
determine liability and dam- 
ages. We're not sure at this 
point what we're going to do.” 

Miedema said the workers 
were paid correctly and Sugar 
Cane Growers Cooperative 
does not owe the H-2 workers 
for back wages. 

“We respectfully disagree 
with what thé-ourt came 
down with,” she said.

Sometimes, forecasting the’ 
weather in Florida is no fun. 1 
can 
charts, satellite pictures, 
Doppler radar and enough 
computer data to make a hard 


drive cringe, and it still doesn't É 


help. 

The forecast of “sunny. skies 
and mild temperatures” has 
somehow been transformed 
into a steady rain with gusts of 


wind. No-wonder my hair is * 


turning gray. 

After a frustrating day at the 
weather office, I’m often 
remindéd of an old weather 
adage: only a fool would try-to 
forecast the weather in 
Florida. 

Chances: are, weather fore- 
casters ia other parts of the 
country feel the same forecast- 
ing frustration as I do. 
Predicting tomorrow's weathér 
is not easy no matter where 
you live. 

However, 1 still maintain 
that our weather is much more 
difficult to predict than weath- 
‘er in other locales. Qur tropical 
climate, the intense sunshine 

- and being nearly surrounded 
by water all combine to make 
Florida’s weather sometimes 


unpredictable. 


During my career, I've pre- - 


dicted snow storms in 
Wisconsin, cold waves in 
Michigan, tornadoes in Kansas 
and hurricanes in Texas. 
Florida is my greatest chal:

lenge. 

The American Meteorological 
Society (AMS) examined fore- 
casts from around the country 
to see how accurate we are. As 
you might suspect, short-term 
forecasting (under 12 hours in 
advance) was found to be the 
most accurate. In the words of 
the AMS, forecasts up to 12 
hours in advance “show consid- 
erable skill and utility”. 

From 12 to 48 hours in 
advance, the AMS study found 
that we do particularly well 
with large storms. While we 
can’t say exactly where or 
when a severe storm might 
develop, the study found that 
forecasters do a good job of 
predicting which areas will be 
threatened as much as 48 
hours ahead of time. 

We're getting much better at 
forecasting severe storms, too. 
The National Weather Service 
is currently installing Doppler

f The study surprised many JA 


people with its findings on 
long-term forecasting. Three to 
five day forecasts were found, 
to be fairly accurate. In fact, 
the study said “generally, five 
day forecasts are now as accu- 
rate as three day forecasts a 
decade ago.” The study showed 
that large storms and major 
cold waves in particular can be 
predicted very accurately up to 
five days in advance. 

Beyond five days, however, it 
gets tougher to come up with 
an accurate forecast, The AMS 
study discovered that forecasts 
for six to ten day periods “are 
not that accurate.” I look for- 
trends when I'm forecasting for ` 
a long-term period. Will it 
warm up next week or remain 
cool?.I don't try to predict actu- 
al temperatures. 

“Overall, the study said that 
weather forecasters are getting 
better at their job. We still 
mike mistakes because 
Mother Nature is often full of 
surprises, but today’s forecasts 
are more accurate than ten 
years ago. 

And, ten years from now, 
we'll be doing an even better 
job. Of course, by then, my 
hair will be completely gray.

Juvenile Justice Commitment Capacity 
Increases by 127 percent 


TALLAHASSEE--There is good news on the 
forefront for the state's Department of Juvenile 
Justice. Acco: to Secretary Calvin Ross, the 
commitment capacity of Florida’s juvenile jus- 
tice system has increased by 127 percent since 
the new department became operational in 
1994. 

“Delinquency cases received by the Depart- 
ment of Juvenile, Justice reached over 171,000 
in 1995-96. That's a nine percent increase in 
referrals since the department began,” 
explained Ross. “At the same time the system's 
capacity for dealing with these youth was 
rebuilding from a low point, of 2,841 beds and 
slots in 1993-94 to our current capacity of 6,471 
bed slots.” 

In a recent interview in Tallahassee, Ross 
gave an overview of the tremendous strain that 

juvenile justice system has been under 
the late 1980's and early 1990's. He gave 
much. credit for the rebuilding effort to local 
governments, community leaders, and the Juve- 
nile Justice boards and councils who have 
worked together at the local level tó put new 
programs, services and facilities in place. 

“The department has ópened a total of-3,630 
new residential treatment beds and non-resi- 
dential slots since July 1994,” said Ross. “None 


of this would have been pogsible-without con- 
cerned people in local cOmmunities"working 
side by sidqavith juvenile justice staff to bring 
these programs on line.” Plans are underway to 
open another 1,630 beds and slots by the end of - 
fiscal year 1996-97. 

“Even though we've made tremendous 
progress, it doesn't mean we can just sit back 
and relax,” said Ross. “As long as the rate of 
delinquency referrals continues to grow, we 
must have the capacity available to meet that 
need. At the same time, we need to concentrate 
more of our efforts on community-based preven- 
tion and diversion programs to keep young peo- 
ple from entering thé juvenile justice system to _ 
begin with,” Ross stressed that funding for such 
programs will be based on specific local needs 
identified and recommended by the juvenile jus- 
tice county councils and district boards. 

The department expects to award grants 
totaling more than $6.7 million in the coming 
weeks to fund)prevention and diversion pro- 
jects, after scKool diversion programs, mentor- 
ing programs in high crime neighborhoods, and 
minority overrepresentation projects in seven ; 
pilot sites. 

The announcement of those grant awards will 
be made in January 1997. 


Going to the Caribbean? Buyer beware! 


“I adore your hair,” said the stranger, “but it 
would lvok better on-me.” Before I could utter a 
sound she pulled. out scissors, cut off my long 
locks, and turned and walked away, taking my 
hair with her. 

Sounds ridiculous, right? Unfortunately this 
type of scene is played out almost daily.between 
Caribbean tourists and sea turtles, with two 


startling differences - people want their shells” 


and turtles can't grow new ones. 

“Tortoiseshell is one of the most beautiful 
products tourists to the Caribbean will be 
tempted to buy and bring back to the United 
States,” said Sue Ellen Smith, communications 
. coordinator for the nonprofit Sea Turtle Sur- 
vival league. “Not resisting that-temptation, 
however, will-lead to the extinction of endah- 
gered sea turtles and might get the buyer into 
trouble.” 

Because all species of sea turtles are threat- 
ened or endangered, they are often hard to 
enforce, so turtle products such as tortóiseshell 
combs and jewelry, turtle oil, turtle eggs and 
other food products still wind up in the suitcas- 
es of travelers, violating not only the laws in 
those countries but also U.S. domestic law 
under the Lacey Act. And even if you purchase 
these items legally in another country, bringing 
them into the U.S is a violation of the Endan- 
gered Species Act. * 

“If you're caught bringing these products into 
the U.S., they will be seized and you might have 
to pay sizable fines,” Smith said. “That's not a 
good way to end a vacation” -

“But we have to 
be aware that some,of the.things we are tempt- 
ed to buy are made from endangered animals 
such as sea turtles. By purchasing these prod- 
ucts we are encouraging the illegal trade of 
endangered wildlife and contributing to a, 
extinction of many animal species.”
